Island resident detected with influenza A virus 


ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Health Department (DESPA) 
reports an island resident has 
tested positive for Influenza A 
Virus. The individual was on a 
cruise trip with a group, when 
the person manifested flu 
symp tom s Tli ey were i s ol ate d 
and further tests confirmed him 
positive for the Influenza A 
virus. He received a treatment 
of Tamiflu The other group 
members were also tested for 
the virus, but results were neg¬ 
ative. 

Influenza A virus causes in¬ 
fluenza m birds and some 
mammals, and is the only 
species of influenza virus A. It 
is a genus of the Qrthomyx- 
ovindae family of viruses 
Strains of all subtypes of'in¬ 
fluenza A vims have been iso¬ 
lated from wild birds, although 
disease is uncommon. Some 
isolates of influenza A virus 
cause severe disease both in 
domestic poultry and, rarely, in 
humans. 

When their ship returned to 
Oranjestad harbor tins past 
weekend, the Aiub a Health De¬ 
partment was informed and is 
now closely monitoring the 
group to find out if they or their 
family are at risk to contract the 
di s ease. If nec es sary, tli ey will 
receive flue vaccine and/or 
treatment. DESPA deems tins 
neeessaiy to prevent an in¬ 


fluenza breakout on the island 
The Aruba Health Depart¬ 
ment reminds flie public the ur¬ 
gency of taking precautions 
against contracting a flu infec¬ 
tion. Whenever possible, avoid 
crowded enclosed spaces and 
close contact with people suf¬ 
fering from acute respiratory 
rnfe cb ons. Fre quent han d- 
washrng, especially after direct 
contact with ill persons or their 
environment, may reduce the 
nsk of acquiring illness 111 per¬ 


sons should be encouraged to 
practice cough etiquette (main¬ 
tain distance, cover coughs and 
sne eze s with di sp o s abl e h s sues 
or clothing, wash hands). Da 
not touch your eyes, nose Dr 
mouth and maintain a healthy 
lifestyle (sufficient sleep, activ¬ 
ity, a healthy diet and frequent 
consumption of fluids)

credit rating 
to BBB-plus 

Standard & Poof's; on Friday 
downgraded Aruba's sove¬ 
reign credit rating one notch 
to BBB-plus from A-minus, 
a ting deteriorating fiscal and 
external balance sheets fol¬ 
lowing closure of the island's 
oil refinery. Hie outlook on 
die new rating is stable 

"Closure of the Valero re¬ 
finery likely led to an eco¬ 
nomic contraction of 1.2 
p ercent of G DP m 2012. Fur- 
til erm ore, the closure will 
contribute to larger current ac¬ 
count deficits and a higher ex¬ 
ternal debt burden in the 
coming two years," S&Psatd 
m a statement 

A combination of tire refin¬ 
ery plus spending pressures in 
health care and pensions have 
contributed to a weakening of 
the nation's public finances m 
recent years, S&P said. 

S&P points out that using 
tourism receipts, plus a public 
investment program provi¬ 
ding extra economic stimulus, 
will help mitigate the eco¬ 
no mi c imp act o f the re finery's 
closure. 

"We expect real per capita 
GDP growth to be 1.7 percent 
in 2013. Planned private sec¬ 
tor investments m the tourism 
sector, plus public sector in¬ 
vestment in infrastructure* 
should sustain per capita GDP 
growth of just over 2 percent 
in the next two years, 1 S&P 
said 

Aruba's fiscal deficits are 
projected to ease to 5 percent 
of gross domestic product in 
2Q ] 3 from an average of more 
than 6 percent m 2011 -12.

Hurricane Season has spun up in the Caribbean, the National 
Hurricane Center (NHC) reported yesterday. 

ID2 formed about 60 miles east of the coast of Belize with 
sustained winds of 35 inph and was moving to the west-north- 
west near 13 mplv as of its first advisory at 11 a.m. EDT, ac¬ 
cording to the NHC. 

The center of the tropical depression is expected to emerge 
into the Bay of Campeche and or the extreme southwestern 
Gulf of Mexico today 

NHC said while little to no strengthening is anticipated, 
some increase in strength is possible toay if the center manages 
to hold together when it emerges into the Bay of Campeche. 
If that occurs, it would b ecome the second named storm of tire 
season: Barry.

EU, US launch talks on 
vast free trade deal 


ENNISKILLEN (AFP) - The 
European Union and the 
United States yesterday 
launched long-awaited formal 
negotiations to create what 
would tie the world's biggest 
ever free trade area 

US Pr esi dent B ar aek 
Obama said the first round of 
negotiations Dn a pact aimed at 
creating jobs and boosting the 
fragile global economy would 
take place in Washington nest 
month. 

Speaking just before the 
start of the GS summit, m 
Lough Erne, Northern Ireland, 
British Prime Minister David 
Cameron said ‘We are talking 
about what could be tire biggest 
bilateral deal in hi story. B 

"Thrs is a once-in-a-genera¬ 
tion prize and we are deter¬ 
mined to seize it." 

Tire process is expected to 
take up to two years, air ambi¬ 
tious target for such complex 
international talks 

Obama said the deal "will 


support hundreds of thousands 
of jobs on both sides of the 
ocean" 

"There are going to be sen¬ 
sitivities on both sides. but if' 
we c an lo ok b eyo nd tire narrow 
concerns to stay focused on the 
big picture. . I'm hopeful we 
can achieve (a deal)." 

The US president said 
reaching air agreement "mil be 
a priority of mine and my ad¬ 
ministration". 

If a Free Trade Agreement 
(FTA) can be reached it would 
be tire world's largest: trade in 
goods between tire United 
States and the 27-eountiy EU 
last year was worth some 50 D 
billion euros ($570 billion), 
with another 230 billion euros 
in services and trillions nr in¬ 
vestment flows 

The EU says establishing a 
Free Trade Agreement would 
add about 119 bilkon euros an¬ 
nually to the EU economy, and 
95 billion euros for tire United 
States. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tire 
United States yesterday ap¬ 
pointed a lawyer as its new 
pointman for the tough task of 
trying to dose down the noto¬ 
rious Guantanamo Bay mili¬ 
tary jail in southern Cuba. 

Cliff Sloan, sad to be a 
long-time friend of US Secre¬ 
tary of State John Kerry, will 
lead the effort, which has been 
given new impetus since Pres¬ 
ident Barack Obama last 
month renewed his pledge to 
shutter the prison. 

His appointment shows the 
US "commitment to closing die 
detention facility at Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay," said State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Jen Psaki 

In one of ins first acts in of¬ 
fice in Jssiuaiy 2009, Obama 
fulfilled Ins campaign pledge 
and signed an order to close 
the prison within a year. But 
after five years and already 
into his second term, 166 in¬ 
mates remain behind bars at 
the US military prison m 
southern Cuba -- even though 
more than half have been 
cleared for release and face no 


charges m the United States. 

Moves to do se tire j ail have 
hit numerous obstacles with 
the US refusing to send some 
inmates back to countries 
where they face jail or execu¬ 
tion, and third countries being 
unwilling to step forward to 
host them 

Sloan has "a wealth of ex¬ 
perience as air accomplished 
litigator and pragmatic prob¬ 
lem-solver, a skill set drat will 
prove valuable as he serves as 
tire lead negotiator for the 
transfer of Guantanamo de- 
tarn ees abroad," Psaki said. 

Tire news amid a hunger 
strike sweeping the j ail, and as 
some of the relatives of $4 
Yemenis being held there 
protested outside the US em¬ 
bassy in Sanaa calling for the 
men to be freed 

Out of the group, 56 Yeme¬ 


nis have been cleared for re¬ 
lease Obama has now lifted a 
moratorium on sending pnsell¬ 
ers back to tire Gulf state, im¬ 
posed after a Nigerian man 
trained in Yemen tried to deto¬ 
nate explosives hidden m his 
underwear on a flight to De¬ 
troit in the United States on 
Christmas Day 2009. 

Obama also urged the Pen¬ 
tagon to designate a site on US 
soil to hold military tribunals 
for those terror suspects now at 
Guantanamo Bay, and said 
Congress must now drop ef¬ 
forts to til wart his closure 
plans. 

But he did not offer a solu¬ 
tion for inmates deemed too 
dangerous for release but who 
cannot be tried because evi¬ 
dence against them was ob¬ 
tained through coercion and 
may not b e admissible in court. 


US unveils $300 million in new 
aid for Syrian refugees 

ENNISKILLEN (AFP) - US President Barack Obama told 
G8 leaders yesterday that Washington is offering a new

US President Barack Obama's administration has protested 
that the programs exposed by Snowden's leaks were vital to 
protecting US citizens from terrorism, but the revelations have 
triggered an embarrassing global debate.

Turkey warns it may use army to 
end protest unrest 


BRUSSELS (AFP) - Belgian 
and Dutch authorities investi¬ 
gating computer hacking at¬ 
tacks on shipping companies 
m the port city of Antwerp 
have uncovered a massive 
drug smuggling ring, police 
said yesterday. 

Poll ce seized about one ton 
of heroin and the same amount 
of cocaine after being called m 
by shippers whose computer 
systems for following con¬ 
tainer movements had been 
hacked by drug traffickers. 

Several companies at Eu¬ 
rope's second biggest part re¬ 
ported hacking attacks last 
year; with tracking devices put 
on computer terminals after 
break-ms or malware installed 
on them to gam access to infor¬ 
mation on their hard discs, the 
Belgian federal police saidm a 
statement 

Being able to identify pre¬ 
cisely the location of the con¬ 
tainers loaded with dings 
arriving in Antwerp port, the 
traffickers tvere then able to 


send drivers to pick them up, 
they said. Links were found 
with criminal elements in 
neighbouring Holland and the 
authorities there were con¬ 
tacted 

At the end of May, police 
seized 250 kilograms of co- 
c amema c ontamer a f b an anas 
leaving Antwerp for Holland 
after the discovery of 114 kilo¬ 
grams of the same drug in 
April in a cargo of wood from 
Chile which was landed in the 
Dutch port of Rotterdam. 

The Belgian police said a 
s en es o f rat ds in h oth co untn es 
followed, rounding up suspects 
and finding weapons and cash. 

Two Belgians believed to 
be computer specialists were 
arrested. 

At. the same time, the au¬ 
thorities stepped up inspec¬ 
tions of' container traffic in 
Antwerp, leading to the seizure 
mlate March of £64 kilograms 
of heroin, a record for the port 
and a major find by interna 
tionai standards, police said

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Some children with autism 
have weak bram connections

The study m the Proceed¬ 
ings a f the National Academy 
of Sciences is die first to sug¬ 
gest that the reason why chil¬ 
dren with autism display an 
insensitivity to human speech 
may be linked tD faulty cir¬ 
cuitry in the brain's reward 
centers. 

"Weak brain connectivity 
may impede children with 
auti sm fr om exp en encmg 
speech as pleasurable," said 
Vinod Men on, senior author 
of the study and professor of 
p sy chi atry and b eh avi o ral 
sciences at Stanford Umver- 


By comparing the 
scans to those of 19 children 
without autism, they found 
that the brains of youngsters 
with autism showed poor 
connections to brain regions 
tliat release dap amine in re¬ 
sponse to rewards. 

Oil the left side of the 
brain, the autistic children 
showed weak connections to 
the nucleus accumbens and 
the ventral tegmental area. 

And on tlie right side, in 
the voice-selective cortex 
where vocal cues and pitch 
are detected, there was a 
weak connection tD the 
amygdala, which processes 
emotional cues. 

Re searchers al s o fa und 
that weaker connections 
meant worse communication 
abilities. 

’'The human voice is a 


very important sound, it not 
only conveys meaning but 
also provides critical emo¬ 
tional information to a child," 
said lead author Daniel 
Abrams, a postdoctoral 
scholar in psychiatry at Stan¬ 
ford. 

'We are the first to show 
that this insensitivity may 
originate from impaired re¬ 
ward circuitry in the brain." 

The findings also give 
weight to the theory that peo¬ 
ple with autism have a deficit 
in social motivation that ex¬ 
plains their inattention to 
voices and wards, rather than 
a sensory deficit that prevents 
them from hearing words 
It is likely that children 
with autism don't attend to 
voices because they are not 
rewarding dt emotionally in¬ 
teresting, impacting the de¬ 
velopment of their language 
and social commumcation 
skills," Men on said 

'We have discovered an 
aberrant brain circuit under¬ 
lying a core deficit in autism; 
our findings may aid the de¬ 
velop ment o f n ew tr eatments 
for this disorder" 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US space agency announced

The astronauts will earn 
between $64,000 and 
$141,000 per year, and will 
be part of the team that lays 
the groundwork for NASA 
missions to an asteroid in die 
2020s and to Mars in the 
2020s, NASA administrator 
Charles Bolden said.

The eight were chosen 
from the second largest pool 
of applications ever received

China super- 
computer 
world's 
fastesti report 

BEIJING (AFP) - A Chinese 
supercomputer is the fastest 
m the world, according to 
survey results announced 
Monday, comfortably over¬ 
taking a US machine which 
now ranks second. 

Tianiie-2, a supercom¬ 
puter developed by China's 
National University of De¬ 
fense Technology, achieved 
processing speeds of 33.Sfi 
petaflops (1000 trillion cal¬ 
culations) per second on a 
benchmarking test, earning it 
the number one spot in the 
Top 500 survey of supercom¬ 
puters 

The tests show the ma¬ 
chine is by far the fastest 
computer ever constructed. 
Its mam rival, the US-de- 
stgned Titan, had achieved a 
p erformanc e of 17.59 
petaflops per second, the sur¬ 
vey's web site said 

Five of die T t,vorld 3 s 10 
fastest computers are in¬ 
stalled in tire US, the survey 
said, with tire two m China, 
two m Germany and one in 
Japan. 

Unlike some of its Chi¬ 
nese predecessors, most of 
the Tiarihe-2's parts are de¬ 
veloped m China, except for 
its main processors, winch 
are designed by US firm 
Intel 


Robot that runs like a cat 
springs to life in 
Switzerland 



GENEVA (AFP) - Swiss re¬ 
searchers said Monday they 
have created a small four- 
legged, high-speed robot that 
runs like a cat in a bid to cre¬ 
ate a new breed of robots far 
use m search and rescue op¬ 
erations. 

Researchers added that the 
41 cheetah-cub robot," the si ze 
of a small house cat Dr chee¬ 
tah cub, moves as fast as an 
adult human walking briskly. 

It is the fastest in its cate¬ 
gory (of) small quadruped ro¬ 
bots under 30 kilos (fid 
pounds),' 1 the EPFL technical 
university in Lausanne said 
m a statement. 

The robot recorded a max¬ 
imum speed of 1.42 metres 
(4.d5 feet) per second, corre¬ 
sponding to 5 1 kilometres 
(3 1 miles) per hour. 

"Tins is a goad walking 
speed for an adult human, ■ 
one of the researchers on the 
project, Alexander Sprowitz, 


told AFP in an email 

The robot's metallic frame 
is 20.5 centimetres (eight 
inches) long and 1 fi centime¬ 
tres high and weighs 1 1 kilo¬ 
grammes (2.42 pounds). 

The robot, which was fea¬ 
tured Monday in the Interna¬ 
tional Journal of Robotics 
Research, has a tail but no 
head, yet is easily recognis¬ 
able as mo delled on a cat due 
to its gait. 

"Its particularity is the de¬ 
sign of its legs, winch make 
it very fast and stable," EPFL 
said, pointing out that the 
p urp o s e a f bull dm g th e ra b ot 
was to encourage research m 
biomechanics. 

The "cheetah cub" was not 
yet as ag:le as a real cat, but 
"still has excellent auto-sta¬ 
bilisation characteristics 
when running at full speed or 
aver a course that included 
disturbances such as small 
steps," it stressed 


Most coal must stay in ground 
to save climate: report 


SYDNEY (AFP) - Most fos¬ 
sil fuels must remain in. the 
ground because burning them 
will unleash changes winch 
will "challenge the existence 
of our society", a new Aus¬ 
tralian government agency 
report warned Monday 

The Climate Commission 
study found that the burning 
of fossil fuels such as coal, a 
key Australian export, repre¬ 
sented the most significant 
contributor to climate 
change 

"Burning ail fossil fuel re¬ 
serves would lead to unprece¬ 
dented changes in climate so 
severe that they will chal¬ 
lenge the existence of our so¬ 
ciety as we know it today," 
said the report. The Critical 
Decade. 

"It is clear that most fossil 
fuels must be left in the 
ground and cannot be 
burned/' 

Most nations, including 
Australia, have agreed that 
the risks of the climate 
changing beyond two degrees 
Celsius are unacceptably 
high. 

But to ensure the climate 
is stabilised, the world must 
"virtually decarbonise", the 
report said. 

"In order to achieve that 
goal of stabilising the climate 
at two degrees or less, we 
simply have to leave about 3D 
percent of the world's fossil 
fuel reserves in the ground," 
report co-author Lesley 


Hughes told state bro ad caster 
ABC 

"We cannot afford to bum 
them and still have a stable 
and safe climate." 

The report noted a recent 
resurgence in the discovery 
and exploitation of new re¬ 
serves of fossil fuels in Aus¬ 
tralia and elsewhere, 
including new coal fields as 
well as coal-seam gas and 
shale ail 

Australia's coal reserves 
alone represent about 51 bil¬ 
lion tonnes of potential car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions, or 
around one-twelfth of the 600 
billion tonnes winch, if emit¬ 
ted, are thought would push 
temperatures above the two 
degrees Celsius threshold, it 
said. 

The independent Climate 
Commission, established by 
the government in 2011 to 
provide authoritative infor¬ 
mation on climate change, 
called for an immediate slow¬ 
down in carbon emissions. 

"Growth in the use of coal 
will need to be turned around, 
so that it makes up a much 
smaller proportion of the 
global energy mix and even¬ 
tually not used at ail," it said 

Will Steffen, a fellow co¬ 
author of the report, said ac¬ 
tion was needed immedi ately 
because many of the climate 
change risks scientists had 
warned of far years were now 
happening.

WTO urges Caribbean to

priorities for ensuring growth 


and a more diversified re¬ 
gional economy. 

It presents a coherent, ap¬ 
proach to obtaining funding 
and provides a framework for 
co 11 ab orsti on am on g C an c om 
member states and interna¬ 
tional development partners 
(IDPs) or investors with an in¬ 
terest in providing support for 
the Region's development. 

Tiie IDB, along with the 
International Trade Centre, 
the WTO and the Canbbean

Prof. Dr. Ryan R. Peterson on “Building 
a Better Community with Corporate 


Social Innovation”

Ryan Peterson, who is Profes¬ 
sor of Innovation Economics 
at University of Aruba, said. 
Tie quality of life of citizens 
has a direct impact on the visi¬ 
tor experience " Tins thought 
applies to the need for struc¬ 
tured corporate social innova¬ 
tion (CSI) wherein businesses 
contribute in a structured way 
to improving the community, 
thus benefiting the tourism 
product and economy. Small 
i si and t ouri sm econami es can - 
not neglect the role and re¬ 
sponsibility of both business 
and community in providing 
excellence in tourism, espe¬ 
cially m an era of increased 
competition and quality de¬ 
mands by visitors This culture 
needs to be nurtured by the is¬ 
land economies that are "dom¬ 
inated by small businesses to 
guarantee their growth " 

CSI is more than just wilt¬ 


ing a cheque or printing T- 
shirts, it requires busniesses to 
become hands-on m the com¬ 
munities they serve through re~ 
lationships and being 
responsible, especially with re¬ 
spect to the social and natural 
environment, Peterson said 
However, CSI is not seen as a 
strategic priority in the 
Caribbean, as many businesses 
are busy trying to stay alive, he 
said, pointing out that the re¬ 
gion consists of more than SO 
per cent small and medium- 
size enterprises CSI m the 
Caribbean is faced with com¬ 
panies' lack of awareness and 
urgency. 

Tiose companies tend to 
focus only on immediate 
image creation and giving 
through adhDC donations in an 
unstructured form, in a reac¬ 
tionary rather than proactive 
manner, Peterson explained. 
CSI is, therefore, "integral to 
the success of companies and 
essential for a country's sus¬
